THE AWARDING OF THE 
CERTIFICATES OF HONOUR 


GOVERNING RULES 


In connection " with the award 
of the Certificates of Honour, the 
following governing rules are 
published in tha Government, 
Gazatte for information. 


1. A certificate of Honour shall 
consist of a acroll, 
the portrait of 
the King and 
and seal of His Excellency 
the Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief or of the Officer Ad- 
ministering: the Government. 


. Recipienta of a Certificate of 
. Honour shall be entitled to 
wear around the nock, pand- 
ent from a ribbon coloured 
red, white and blue forty 
inches in length and one 
and achalf inches wide, a 
silver gilt Badge, bearing on 
the obverse the approved por. 
trait of His Majesty the King, 
and on the reverse the badge 

. of the Colony accompanied by 
the inscription in English 
character “Hong Kong.” 


» The ‘Badge of the Certificate 
of Honour may be worn on 
ceremonial occasions. and on 
occasions when Ordors, De- 
corations and Medals are 
worn. 


Cortificates of Honour shall 
only be awarded to persona 
who have resided in the Colony 
of Hong Kong for a period of 
at least fifteen yeara; provid- 
ed that in cases of extraordin- 
ary morit the Certificate may 
be awarded to persons who 


have so resided of a lees ! 


Period than fifteen years, 
The total number of holders 
of the Certificates of Honour 
shall not exceed 10 at any one 
time. 


. Notification of the award of 
Certificates of Honour shall 

‘ordinarily be made in a 
special “Honours”. supplement 
‘of the Government Gazette, to 
be published on the birthday 
of His Majesty the King. 


. At the first convenient date 
‘after such notification the ‘re- 
clpient of a Certificate of 
Honour shall, on a ceremonial 
occasion, be invested with the 
ribbon. and badge together 
with the scroll of a Certi- 
ficate of. Honour by thé Gov- 
ernor on behalf of His 
Majesty the King, or by such 
Person as he ‘shall designate 
to represent him for that pur- 

’ pose, ; rams 


. If any person to, whom the 
Certificate has been awarded. 
shall be guilty of misconduct 
-or of. disloyalty to the Gov. 
ernment ho may be deprived 
by the Governor or Officer Ad- 
ministering the Government, 
who shall have yawer also to 
restora it to him. ' 

Upon ‘forfeiture of. the Certl- 
fleate or upon the death. of 
any reciplent the badge shall 
be retutnéd: forthwith to the 
Governor or’ Officer Adminis. 
tering the Government unless 
he shall fn any instance deem 
‘otherwise expedient; ‘but in no 
case shall-the badge be worn 
by auy other than. the person 
to whom the. Certificate waa

GREAT DEMAND BY FOREIGN 
_ COUNTRIES 


DURABLE. AND ARTISTIC 

The ever recurring “stelfe and 
turmoil in China and the present 
day ‘unfavourable exchange has 
made, business difficult in almost 
every line. Merchants‘ and shop- 
keepers in this Colony are un- 
doubtedly auffering from the effect 
of these adverse factors, but there 
r | is one induatry in Hong Kong which 
hag not been hit either by- un- 
favourable exchange or by the in- 
ternal troubles in China. 

This industry is still flourishing, 
and, if anything, it is better than 
before. We refer to the rattan 
furniture industry. . 

Orders are daily pouring into the 
Colony from abroad, and every 
manufacturer in this line is work- 
ing at high pressure. 

Unique History 

The history of rattan furniture 
is a unique as well as a fascinating 
one. The Chinese, from*’days im- 
memorin!, have been famous for 
making chalrs and tables out of 
rattan imported from Singapore. 
For a number of years the industry 
made no headway; the Chinese 
were quite contented with what 
they turned out. Consequently rat- 
‘tan furniture was rarely used in 
iny household. It was even despis- 
ed by’ the richer class of Chinese, 
who looked upon a cane table or 
chair as a piece of cheap furniture 
suitable for a coolic home, 

_ All this had been changed in the 
last two or three decades. ‘ The 
first foreigner to take an Interest 
in thls industry was the late Mr. 
Greenfield, whose “Do Be Chairful” 


-\motto was proudly displayed out- 


side hia shop in Pedder Street; and 
Europeans as ivell ag forelgners 
educated into 
buying rattan furniture, not only 
because it was cheaper, but it was 
durable urd artistic as well. 
Artistle Work ~ . 
Guided by’ a foreigner, the 
Chinese ‘workmememployed by the 
late Mr. Greenfield were turning 
out. really artistic pieces of furni- 
ture. Settees, chairs, tables, and 
even beds were manufactured after 
Jacobean and Victorian designs.: 
America, Australia and even the 
United Kingdom eventually got in- 
terested, with the result that orders 


came pouring into the Colony. The: 


Chinese manufacturers began to 
look ahead, and it will be disparag- 
ing to remark that the beautiful de. 
signs turned out by. workmen in 
the employment of a foreigner were 
ruthlessly copied. 

For years now, Hong Kong has 
been the main centre of this in- 
dustry. The late Mr. Greenfield's 
business passed into other hands, 
and, reallsing that there was 
need for o European concern in this 
line, Mr. Adolph Salmon stepped in 
to fill the gap. 

A Wanchai Factory 

Btarting his business on a hum- 
ble scale and not without much 
trepidation, Mr. Salmon -has to-day 
over 60 workmen in his employ- 
ment, His infant son ja hia dnly 
“partner,” and a visit to his fac- 
tory, which is at Nos. 205-7 Wan- 
chai Road; will at once convince 
even the most casual obaerver that 
the rattan furniture business is 
1} anything but depressed.

The girls who received “these 
kisses, let us believe, approached 
the matter wholly without pre- 
judice, But that destroys any 
possible value in the inquiry, For 
the only kisses that can be-of any 
interest are those taken and glyen 
in a prejudiced condition. 

Once upon a time promiscuous 
kissing was the general rule in 
Britain, Erasmus remarked on it 
with expressions of warm satisfac- 


; tion. But it ia not upon record that

jar. 

The American investigator had 
some magical method of estimating 
the .amount of emotional dis- 
turbances produced by each 
kiss, And his scale is curious.

No Faith in Apparatus 

But I’ have no sort of faith in 
these apparatus which measure ex- 
eltement or emotion. Let us allow 
that when we are in a state of ten- 
sion our bodies can betray it by 
heart beats or their influence on an 
electric current or any physical 
meana, the laboratory pleases. 
‘What fs that to the purpose? 

Excitement is not necessarily an 
index to feeling. Ido not mean 
that some people are more easily 
excited than others, -though, of 
course, that iq true, and it destroys 
the usefulness of all attempts to 
calculate the effect of emotional 


+ stimulus, because what works upon 


one does not stir another. But I 
am thinking of the very. different 
causes which can produce physical 
excitement in the same person. 
Many of ‘us, including . the 
equable and the wise, are at times 
strongly affected by triffes, The

; Harbin, Yesterday, 

Upon investigation’ made along 
the Chinese Eastern Railway,. it Is 
found that the Crilnese workers, 
who had lost their employment after 
the Soviet invasion, totalled 
490,000, of which 217,168 returned 
to thelr respective villages, are now 
coming back to Harbin, looking for 
employment, due to the recent re- 
sumption of the C.E.R. . ‘ 

During the Soviet invasion, the 
damages in Kirln Province amount. 
ed to $17,000,000, a report of which 
has been submitted to the North- 
eastern Political Council, in order 
to ask Russia. for compensation at 
the coming Sino-Russian confer- 
ence. With regard to the military 
damages a detailed list will be made 
by the Border Defence Authorities.

Details of Phil Scott's 
'  _ Defeat 


Miami, Yesterday. 

In the Ofteen round contest for the 
world’s heavyweight championship, 
Jack Sharkey (America), defeated 
Phil Scott (England), on a technical 
knock-out in the third round. 

Tt was on incredible decision. The 
referee, after all the contreversy limit- 
ing his powers, actually consulted with 
tho officials before deciiing. 

Johnson, Scott's manager, toguther 
with other persons, states that the ro- 
fevee first of all disqualified Sharkey, 
As the latter began to ery and protest 
the referee then reversed his decision.

In an offictal statement he says? 
“Scott was hit twice in the pit of, the 
stomach. I asked him to continue but 
he said, ‘Give me a few seconds.’ 1 
therefore awarded the bout to 
Sharkey.” 

When a Reuter representative went 
into § ott’s dressing room, Scott moan: 
ed and shrieked as a masseur attempt- 
ed to move the right thigh, whore a 
brunse was clearly visible and also a 
slight laceration, Yet the doctor insist. 
ed that thero was no foul, 

When the fight ended both boxers 
wore hissed sind hooed by the crowd 
Scott waa carried from the ring by 
three policemen, 

"No, I never fouled that ery baby, 
Ife just quit,” sald Sharkey. . 

- “T have never scen a more disgust- 
ing decision in my life, I was hit at 
least six fouls,” sald Scott, 

Tt is significant that Sharkey was 
warned for hitting low in the third 
round just before the knock-out, 

Sharkey’s aggression won him both 
the completed rounds. He had Scott 
down for counts of three and alx in the 
second and for three and six again in 
the third, 

A right swing by Sharkey sent Scott 
down in tho second round and he waa 
on the boards again from successive 
left, right and left blows for the count 
of six. In the third round, a tremen- 
dous left put him down tho first time, 
and a right to the stomach floored him 
a little Inter, Tt was this blow which 
is the one in question. 

Both boxers missed frequently 
Throughout, Scott boxed finely, blocks 
ing, docking and landing several timed 
with his right. Ho also landed ono tre- 
mendous left, kut it’ did not appear to 
hurt Sharkey very much. 

The end came after two minutes and 
thirty-four seconds in the third round 

Jn the proliminory bouts, Campols 
and Risko fought for ten rounds, the 
result being announced as a draw. It 
war an unsatjsfactory result, the crowd 
thinking that Risko won. .

The humidity, that is the wetness 
or dryness of the atmosphere, is 
Indicated by an instrument called a 
hygrometer, of which there are 
mony forms.’

"It starts with a chapter on “The 
Socia! Foundations of England,” 
which serves as groundwork to the 
history of the entire period; and 
then proceeds with a study of Gov- 
ernment and Parliament under the 
Duke ‘of Newcastle, arranged in 
five parts, The first deals with 
the constitutional position under 
George II,'and with the personality 
ot Newcastle and of George 
IIL, the latter study be- 
ing largely based on hitherto 
unpublished betters from him to 
Lord Bute. Among other points 
it is shown that

“Time’s Laughing-Stocks, Satirea 
of Circumstance, and Moments of 
Vision”; and Part IV. covers the 
period of “Life’s. Decline.” ° 


The distinctive qualities of Mrs. 


Hardy’s record of her husband's 
life and work have been widely re- 
cognised, and in no ecnses' more 
effectively than in the tributes of 
Mr, J. C. Squire and Mr. Hugh 
Walpole:-..In writing of the first 
volume Mr. Squire pointed out that 
“Mrs. Hardy has woven her fabric 
so cunningly and go completely :in- 
formed her own work with the 
‘spirit of her husband, that the joins 
are very difficult’ to detect..... 
Very many pages, particularly in 
the early chapters, appear to be 
almost entirely from Mr. Hardy’s 
hand, so full are they of his charac- 
teristic tones and.terms of expres- 
sion. . . .”
